Ms. LaCourt explained that the current IT department is limited due to a lack of resources. The IT Department needs a 
director with a certain set of skills and a job description needs to be written. Mr. Hurd stated that where this department 
reports is still being researched.

Ms. Mahon questioned if changes would impact current employees and both Mr. Hurd and Ms. LaCourt stated there has 
been no discussion on misplacement of the existing staff and that no one is to be displaced that only adding a new individual 
with skills was being looked into.

Mr. Greeley reported that the Budget & Revenue Task Force is taking initiative to reclaim monies from the State through 
letter writing and meetings with the State legislatives. 

21. Discussion: Beer & Wine Package Store Standards 
Brian F. Sullivan, Town Manager 

John F. Maher, Town Counsel 

The Selectmen decided after much discussion that more time and research was needed before approving standards for the 
new Beer & Wine Package Store. 

Mr. Maher is waiting for an ABCC response and would like all Selectmen comments to be forwarded to him as soon as 
possible.

Mrs. Mahon reported that the Symmes neighborhood group was very disappointed and not happy with the lack of notification 
regarding recent activity on the development of the Symmes property. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Sullivan to provide the Town Hall renovation plans to Mrs. Krepelka. 

Mrs. Mahon reported that the concession stand plans are considering building vs. pre-fab 
construction. 

Ms. Rowe reported that at the Tri-community meeting the Environmental Protection did not pass the Winchester Aberjona 
proposal due to insufficient information on the water going downstream, which is a good decision for Arlington. 

Ms. Rowe reported that she would work with Mr. Sullivan and E.A.Fish for improved communication to the Symmes 
neighborhood. 

Ms. LaCourt reported that a member from the sports user group and the Chamber of Commerce will be added to the Youth Health 
& Safety Coalition. 

Mr. Hurd recommended that the Board start another goal setting workshop process but limit the goal number to between 3-5 
items. Mr. Greeley agreed but wants to set the meeting date then at the meeting set the number of goals, he’ll set up some dates 
for the Board to decide upon. 

Mr. Hurd reported the feast of the East was this past Sunday and was a success, he thanked everyone involved with the day. 

Mr. Hurd stated that plans are under way for the 4 th of July event at Robbins Farm, which N-Star is sponsoring. 


Mr. Greeley stated that the Student Advisory Committee to the Selectmen would formally start with the opening of the Warrant 
and go through the end of Town Meeting. The students will attend the Selectmen Meetings through this time period. 

Mr. Greeley reported that the Graffiti Task Force wants to send out letters through the students regarding the serious problem, 
high cost to erase, and the time involved in the clean up of Graffiti.
